the miners were doing just as valiant service to 
accomplish the same end. After getting the coal 
mines going the Governor began Munting for the 
causes underlying the hostility between the min- 
ers and operators. He saw the record of nearly 
400 strikes in the Kansas district in 16 months 
and wondered. So he called in some operators 
and talked to them. The gist of their informa- 
tion was like this: 

“Tf you would take these ‘reds’ in hand and 
make them be good instead of striking every few 
days, the coal industry would get along beau- 
tifully.”’ 

The Governor called in striking coal miners, 
and the gist of their story was about as follows:

THE FUTURE OF COTTON. 

The president of the Texas Chamber of Commerce 
has recently been quoted as saying that middling) 
cotton would never again sell for less than 40 cents | 
a pound. His advice to the Southern farmer is to) 
increase, rather than cut down, his cotton acreage. 

If such advice had only to do with cotton it would 
not be of general interest. But the whole agricultural] 
policy of the South seems to turn on its cotton deci-| 
sion. Placing all his money on one card—cotton— | 
has been the Southern farmer's instinctive method of 
play. It took years of effort to change that strategy. | 
But the change has come about and works well. 

In this connection, therefore, the remarks as to. 
cotton and the summary of the general situation in 
the South in “The State Press” column of the Dallas 
News are interesting and seemingly sound. The 
present cotton market, it is pointed out, is the result | 
of “an unprecedented demand for the staple, a de- | 
mand made voracious by three successive short crops 
and half a world in rags.”’ It is a condition that can- 
not continue. There are other parts of the world that 
can grow cotton, the Southern farmer is reminded, 
and the lure of high prices will induce such growth. | 
Further, wool, linen and silk are all competitors of. 
cotton, the scarcity of which will necessarily stimu- 
late their production. Finally, observes the Dallas 
commentator, it is plain that cotton commands “fam- 
ine prices’ when other commodities are restored to 
normal prices. | 

The Southern farmer's present prosperity, the Dal-. 
las reviewer insists, is not due to the high price) 
of cotton, but to the fact that, during the war, he 
has grown more feedstuffs and foodstuffs than ever 
before. In a word, diversification. And this practice 
has enabled him to keep his cotton money in his 
pocket instead of spending it for. necessaries as he) 
formerly did. By continuing to provide for his own | 
requirements from his own land the Southern farmer | 
can, a8 now, make his cotton money clear gain and |

Many other statements are to be 
found in the same document. 
After having found that it is the 
purpose of the Communist party 
to conquer and destroy the Gov- 
ernment of the United States 
next to point of injury is as to 
how the conquest is to take place. 

It is apparent the Communist 
party does not seek to attain its 
objective through the parliamen- 
tary machinery established by and 
operated under the Constitution. 
That is made sufficiently clear by 
the following excerpt from page 
15 of the manifesto referred to: 

“(B) Participation in-+y parlia- 
mentary campaigns which in the 
general struggle of the proletar- 
iat is of secondary importance, is 
for the purpose of revolutionary 
propaganda only.” 

And again from pages nine and 
of the same document: 

“In those countries where the 
conditions for workers’  revolu- 
tion are not yet ripe, the same 
process will go on. The use of 
parliamentarism, however, is only 
of secondary importance.”’ 

And further on page 10: 

“The parliamentarism of the 
Communist party performs a ser- 
vice in mobilizing the proletariat 
against capitalism, emphasizing 
the political character of the 
classic struggle.”’ 

The parliamentary processes 
established by our Government 
are to be discarded or used for 
propaganda purposes only and 
other means adopted for  over- 
throwing the Government of the 
United States. These means are 
stated at considerable length and 
frequently reiterated, seemingly 
for purposes of emphasis. The 
conquest of the power of the 
States is to be accomplished by 
the mass power of the proletariat.

Strikes are to be broadened 
and deepened, making them gen- 
eral and militant, and _ efforts 
made to develop their revolution- 
ary complications.

FINDS AGAINST VOTE 
ON DUMPENSATION LAW 


Special inde Dumm Says It Is' 
Not Subject to Referendum; 
Petitions Also Insufficient. 


| 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 24.—A. 
T. Dumm, Special Master in Chan- 
.cery of the Cole County Circuit 
Court, in the fight to refer the work- 
|men’ S compensation law, filed his re- 
‘port today, in which he  recom- 
'mends that the Secretary of State 
‘and the Attorney-General be per- 
/manently enjoined from suspending 
the law and submitting it to the 
voters under the referendum. His 
finding is based upon both law and 
|facts, as found in the _ evidence 
taken, 

Dumm holds that the law is not 
subject to the referendum because | 
it was passed with an emergency | 
clause, and is therefore a _ peace, | 
health and safety measure. He also’ 
finds that because of errors in the’ 
circulation of the petitions and the 
‘ineligibility of many signers, the 
petitions are insufficient’ and the 
law cannot be referred under those 
petitions. 

Appeal to Be 

Dumm’s report probably 
passed upon by the Cole o 
'Circuit Court within the next 
|days and will then be appealed 
‘the Supreme Court in time to

In this case, petitions pur- 
porting to contain the signatures of 
five per cent of the legal voters in 
congressional districts were left 
the Secretary of State for fil- 
being no petitions from 
the Third, Fourth.

Dumm finds that the term “legal 
voter” as used in the referendum 
amendment to the Constitution 
means registered voter, where reg- 
istration is required; that the names 
of 2413 unregistered signers in Kan- 
sas City and 972 in Joplin cannot he 
and that therefore the peti- 
‘tions from the fifth and fifteenth 
‘districts must fail, which leaves 
petitions from only 10 districts. 

He also finds that the petitions 
circulated in St. Louis in the Elev- 
'enth and Twelfth districts cannot be 
counted for the reason that the af- 
fidavits of the circulators fail to 
‘show that the signers of these peti- 
tions are legal voters in the Elev- 
enth and Twelfth districts. He finds 
that the circulators of the gry 
at Columbia were unmindful of th 
‘obligation and solemnity of Ae 
oaths and were guilty of such fraud 
that the petitions circulated 
cannot be counted, 
| petitions from the Kighth Congres- | 
‘sional District with less than five per | 
icent of the legal voters. He further | 
‘finds that 626 signers in the Eighth | 
district and@ 452 in the Thirteenth 
district had withdrawn their names, 
rendering the petitions from these 
two districts legally insufficient. 

There was a total of 5569 with- | 
drawals. He finds that there are, 
'966 names in the first district, 1187 
in the second, 1067 in the eighth, 
564 in the ninth, and 1621. in the 
‘fifteenth, which cannot be counted | 
‘for the reason that on the sheets of | 
‘the petitions containing these names, 
‘the officer who administered the | 
oath to the circulator had himself | 
previously signed the petition. 

In his conclusions of law, Dumm 
holds that, as a matter of law, the 
workmen's compensation act is not. 
subject to the referendum regardless | 
‘of the sufficiency or insufficiency of | 
ithe petitions. He says that the ef- 
‘fect of the emergency clause is to 
except it from the referendum; that 
ithe act is for “the immediate pres- 
ervation of public peace, health and 
safety,” and that a legislative find- 
ling and declaration to that effect is 
iconclusive and not subject to review | 
| by the courts.

Further to enforce this same idea it is planned to 
incorporate within the walls of the carillon tower in- 
dividual blocks of great historic import—stones from 
the ruined cities of Belgium, from Ypres and Termonde

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“KANSAS WOMAN HAS 
FROM SOUTH SEA ISLAND CANNIBAL CHIEF | 


Mrs. Martin Johnson, wife of the ex- 
plorer-photographer who formerly 
cruised with Jack London on the 
Snark, visits the Solomon group 
with her husband and undergoes a 
terrifying experience—Big, hand- 
some, terror-inspiring savage, pre- 
vented by the timely arrival of a 
British patrol boat from kidnaping 
and adding the woman to his al- 
ready large collection of wives :: 


URING the world war photographers 
risked their lives time and again to get 
a picturized record of the great struggle, 
but not many of them had more hair- 
raising experiences than Martin Johnson, 
an American explorer and photographer, 
who, with his wife, recently visited the 
Solomon Islands in the South Seas, where dwell the 
few remaining races of man-eating savages. As a 
matter of fact, Mr. and Mrs. Johnson had one thrilling 
adventure which forms one of the most fascinating 
stories ever told in fiction or truth. It had to do with 
the determination of a cannibal chief to make Mrs. 
Johnson his thirty-first wife, a fate from which she 
Was saved only by an apparent miracle. 

Johnson’s home is in Independence, Kgn., but he is 
seldom there, because there is adventure in his blood 
and he cannot get away from it. Harking back a few 
years, he was with Jack London_on the famous cruise 
of the Snark. Forever after there was nothing to the 
sedentary life of the ordinary being for him. He had 
t» roam, and the country that has presented the great- 
est lure for him is the Solomon Islands. 

Like many another woman, his wife, Osa, did not 
discover until after her marriage exactly what sort 
of man her husband was. She innocently assumed that 
she had married an enterprising young business man 
whose amiable hobby for amateur photography need 
give her no alarm. She knew, of course, that he had 
been a friend of the late Jack London, but how, when 
he displayed such a proper newlywed interest in the 
rugs and furniture and curtains of the new little home 
in Independence, was the poor child to guess that one 
fine day her spouse would decide that he just must 
go adventuring in the South Seas again? 

When he made the announcement about a year ago, 
however, Mrs. Johnson decided she was bound to be 
a pal and helpmate or die in the attempt, so she de- 
termined to go along. And thus it came to pass that, 
a few weeks later, in what is known as the “Big Num- 
bers’’ district, hame of the fiercest race of cannibals 
at present in existence, Mr. and Mrs. Johnson were 
risking their lives to obtain photographs of these 
people. They are said to be the first white people ever 
to enter into this district and come away. 

From the moment of Johnson’s landing in the New 
Hebrides and the white people became 
aware of his mission, he was warned 
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Mr. and Mrs. Johnson with the escort that accompanied them to the “Big Numbers” dis- 
trict, where they had their thrilling adventure with the impressionable chief.” 
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any Johnson had been accustomed to seeing. Around 
their waists they wore dark bands that covered them 
from their upper hips to their first ribs. This band is 
a*sort of belt that is wound around two or three 
times—outside of this they were entirely naked. 

Most of them had very hairy faces, big heads of 
bushy hair, armlets and anklets of wild boar tusks, 
but their faces were the striking part about them; 
they were the ugliest and cruelest and most repulsive 
the explorer had ever seen; their mouths were large, 
their eyes those of an animal and their skin looked 
thick and seamed with lines. A few of the younger 
carried bows and arrows and clubs, but without ex- 
ception the. older men carried rifles. 

In relating the facts later Johnson said that he 
should have been warned right there that such sav- 
age, animal-like beings could not be trusted. But he 
had heard of the chief, who had 30 wives, and he want- 
ed to-photograph him, and these people told him their 
master was close by, so he decided to go to him. 

Following the lead of their guides, they climbed up 
and up, first through a heavy jungle on the side of a 
hill, then on top of a plateau. While they stood there 
four bushmen niade their appearance on another ridge 
a short distance away. By this time, Johnson admits, 
he was getting a little frightened, but it was too late 
to back out. 


When they reached the bushmen they got their next 
shock. The repellent faces were made even more 


hideous by the big plugs inserted through their noses. . 


They glared at Johnson and his party and then started 
an awesome jabber with Johnson’s own savages. Final- 
ly one stepped on a large boulder and started a queer 
shouting chant. In a short time he was answered by 
a like sound from away back in the hills. Johnson 
judges that he and his party were about three miles 
from the sea, and as it was 4:30, and he was afraid it 
would be dark before he could get back again, he told 
his native escort to pick up his paraphernalia and 
that they would go back. 

But they made signs that the chief was coming, and 
then on top of the ridge there suddenly burst into view 
the biggest, handsomest and finest type of savage 
that the photographer-explorer had ever seen. He was 
more than 6 feet tall and a mass of round, symmetrical 
muscle. He came toward the party with a bearing 
which seemed to indicate that he owned the earth, 
and when he stopped in front of them they saw a 
handsome face that had a great deal of character in 
it, but it was cruel, brutal, forbidding. 

At first he stood and glared at the little party, but 
finally fastened his eyes on Mrs. Johnson, and then 
Jchnson became more alarmed than he ever had been 
before in his life. The explorer, stepping forw@rd, 
handed him a package he had prepared 
beforehand, consisting of 12 feet of col- 


against making photographs of the sav- 
age native of the large island of Male- 
kula, but the stories he heard only made 
him want to photograph these people all 
the more. It was with the idea of being 
close to this island that he visited the 
small island of Vao and made arrange- 
ments to stop with an American mission- 
ary located there, and wait his chance.

They ‘sailed away from Vao one morn- 
ing and shortly after noon of the same 
day came into Big Numbers Bay and 
drew the boat upon the sandy beach. At

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PP ilfersnt Workers When vo. sa 8 a Suit of Clothes 


In the old days it was a fairly simple 
process from the wool on the sheep’s 
back to the finished garment, but 
now there are scores and scores of 
operations, each medning wages 
and profit for capital until “the ul- 
timate consumer” pays the whole bill 


? 

HIS is not “The Song of the Shirt,’”’ but 
the story of the woolen suit ‘and over- 
coat, which will tell a few of the reasons 
why these very useful garments cost 
more now than at any time within the 
ou memory of living men. The evidence 
of the rise in prices is made clear when 
we visit our tailor or look at pfice tags displayed on 
“hand-me-downs” in the windows of retail clothing 
establishments. Suits which formerly cost ‘from $30 
to.$50 are now bringing $50 to $80, and in many cases 
a higher rate of advance is noted. We pay the bills 
readily enough, for we have grown used to high 

prices, but go away wondering why. 
The answer is in the two principal items of cost 
going into garments, viz: wool and workmen. There 
are endless contributing causes, all coming within 
the category of the high cost of living, but all these 
react directly on the two chief items, and they gather 
weight and momentum, like a ball rolled down hill in 
the snow, so that when the suit is purchased and put 
on the wearer bears heavily on his shoulders the ac- 
cumlated expenses and profits of-all hands, from sheep 
raiser to tailor and all the ramifications in between 

them. 


If you will first read the summary printed in the 
box at the top of this page you will be willing to ad- 
mit that, on a conservative estimate, something like 
600 individuals got a part of their pay, at some time, 
out of the price you paid for’your suit of clothes. In 
fact, the summary attempts to mention only*some of 
those who contributed in the way of labor and capital 
to the various processes which converted the wool 
on a sheep’s back to the finished garments. To list 


. them all would be as intricate a job as naming every 


tiny brook and rivulet which helps to form the Mis- 
sissippi River. 


For woolen cloth, such as goes into suits for the 
average business man, tailors now pay from $7 to $8 
a yard, and it takes from three and one-fourth to 
three and one-half yards to make a suit. Men in the 
woolen trade roughly figure that one pound of cured 
and prepared wool will make one yard of cloth, vary- 
ing, of course, with the thickness and texture of the 
cloth. But it takes about three pounds of the un- 
washed fleece from the sheep’s back to produce a 
single pound of the scoured, combed and carded wool 
which goes into the hands of the weavers. 

So to fallow the gathering and growing cost of a 
pound of wool it is necessary to journey to the ranges, 
ranches and countryside where the shepherd tends his 


_ flock. There the first and original cost develops, and 
. there is probably no greater variation in _ production 


cost of any article raised on the land than a pound of 
Just now domestic wool, such as is used by 


raiser approximately 50 cents a pound in the shearing 


‘ shed. This half dollar must bear its share in paying 
. the herder, shearer, miscellaneous expense of running 


the farm, and the rent when the producer is a tenant. 

Farm labor costs more than it used to, and the food 
ot farm animals has ‘advanced along with everything 
else. But still many ranchers and even small farm- 


- ers have reaped a profitable harvest with their wool 
. during the past few years of extreme high values. In 
_ some instances the wool represents clear profit, the 
Mutton and increase in flocks compensating for all 
. expense. But as it affects the final user of the wool, 
. the fact remains that the price is 50 cents a pound, 


while just before the great war this same grade was 
selling at from 10 cents to 13 cents a pound. 


With the wool clipped and baled comes th: next

Expenses of this first dealer are his travel- 


ing costs, freight to the primary market, overhead and 
business outlay, and finally he adds to the cost of the

All the different ma- | 
terials, in the different 
stages of manufa ‘ture, 
had to be handled as freight a number of times. So 
you also helped to pay the wages of locomotive en- 
gineers, train crews, sailors, too,’ probably, freight 
handlers, truck drivers—many of them—and alli the 
clerical help necessary to keep track of goods in 


—- 


transit. Then there is 
the lumberman who cut 
‘the timber and the mill 
which made the boards 
for the boxes; the pa- 
per mill, for its wrap- 
ping paper.and labels, 
and the printer who 
printed them. More 
clerical -help here. 

Not the smallest 
item, by any. means, is 
coal burned to provide 
power, heat and light. 
So you can count the 
miner on your pay roll, 

. too, together with en- 
gineers and firemen. 

As raw and manufac- 
tured material, most of 
it was insured against 
fire and theft. Still 
more clerks to be paid. 
In the various sales, 
from wool to finished suit, several brokers each got 
a profit, and banks made money on loans. At least 

- one mill, one jobber, one wholesaler and one retailer 
also made a gain, besides enough to pay for all their © 
helpers, office or store rents, etc.

add anywhere from 2 cents to 15 cents to the cost per 
pound. 

The third stage of the movement from farm to con- 
sumer is in the form of a very suave and alert per- 


‘son, versed to the minute in crop and market condi- 


tions, who represents an Eastern mill or wool broker 
or dealer. He drives a shrewd bargain, less shrewd 
in these days of limitless demand than in former times 
of competition, but invariably gets the woo] and starts 
it on its way to Boston or some other center of the 
woolen industry in New England. Through his activi- 
ties the snowball has grown still larger, through added 
expense of freight, commissions, shrinkage in transit, 
drayage and the inevitable and unavoidable overhead, 
a word covering a multitude and representing the cost 
of doing business not specifically described_in other 
items of expense. 

By this time the pound of Western fleece has rea-hed 
the point where it will be converted. to useful pur- 
poses, and its strands still closer approxiniate in 
value the golden fleece of mythology. If it is in pos- 
session of a dealer or broker, it remains in storage 
until passing to the mill, but if the purchase in the 
West has been by a mill representative, it is con- 
signed direct to the company’s plant. ’ 

Just at this point the greatest single push in the 
direction of cost accumulation is given, for three 
pounds are cut to one pound in the process of clean- 
ing, carding and curing. So that the original pound, 
costing 50 cents, now represents $1.50, with all the 
cost of handling tacked on besides. Small wonder, 
then, that the wearer of suits and overcoats has cause 
tc groan. But save some breath to groan later on, for 
the worst is yet to come. 

Unbaled from its rural wrappings, the wool passes 
into the hands of expest graders and sorters. 
depends on fineness and the length of staples. The 
greater the length of the staple the greater value for 
weaving prime cloths. This, is expensive labor, and 
its employment augments still further the volume of 
cost surrounding the pound of wool. Following the 
= come the scourer and the dryer, workmen per- 
forming an important, but costly, fask, as they are 
to blame for the greatest loss of weight suffered in 
the entire process. 

Need of haste in getting out goods has resulted in 
present practices in the washing and drying depart- 
ment. Methods now in use rob the wool of valuable 
and strength-giving natural oils, leaving*more or less 
brittle fiber, which yields under hard wear. In olden 
days woolen garments lasted years, for the reason that 
the wool was cured with care, time and sunshine, in- 
stead of chemicals, artificial heat and haste. The 
Navajo blankets, noted for their indestructible quali- 
ties, are made from wool sheared by the Indians and 
cured so as to leave intact the oils and ingredients 
which nature provides, and which are sluiced out in 
the baths of modern milling institutions. 

Next comes the carder, who combs the wool into 
a white mist of fluff, ready to run through the great 
spinning machines, descendants of ihe spinning wheels

and hand spindles-ef our ancestors. Tribute is paid 
in the form of pay for service to each of these sets 
of laborers as also to. those in the colossal rooms 
where are located the complicated weaving engines, 
capable of turning out thousands of yards of finished 
cioth daily. And it is not only the laborers who 
ectually touch the woo] that must be counted in the 
reckoning. There are staffs of high-paid designers, 
who originate fhe multitudinous patterns, machinists, 
mechanics, watchmen and the hundred other opera- 
tives who go to make up the organizations in the vast 
mills. 

When the cloth is run through by the weavers and 
bolted, the expense has not stopped growing. Each 
piece. must be carefully sorted, labled and finally 
packed in wooden boxes for transportation. Our unit 
of the pound of wool reached the plant a relatively 
expensive article, but it leaves the establishment a 
veritable aristocrat among costly products;of modern 
industry. Heavy toll has been. taken from it in each 
stage, but this toll is in a measure held down by 
certain standards of long practice. Some sort of a ~ 
check can be applied, but when tHe cloth goes forth 
into the world, further check on its augmenting cost- 
lmess is impossible, and those handling it in times 
of scarcity such as now exist, may charge what hey 
will. 

Procedure from the mill door. on varies. Generally, 
however, the cloth goes to great firms in New York, 
Beston and other cities, which distribute it; The ex- 
penses of these companies are heavy, it is admitted, 
but nothing like commensurate with -their recent 
profits. They have branches scattered through the 
country, and salesmen who cover virtually the entire 
country where tailored clothes are worn. Large 
stocks are carried in the home storehouse. These 
may be held speculatively for a rise in the market. 
There is u.ually a gentlemen’s understanding between 
the larger houses, by which it is possible to sustain 
values and make the tailor and consumer disgorge 
abnormal prices for every yard of wool parted with. 

It is impossible to arrive accurately at what profit 
the distributor rolls up, but it represents the differ- 
ence between the price when the goods leave the mill 
andthe $7 and $8 per yard paid by the tailor. 

Then, to administer the final coup de grace in high 
clothing cost comes the tailor. This last-actor in t 
line of wool handlers has the excuse of expensive 
help, rents and other items, but still withal his net 
gain is not trifling, especially if- he deals for cash. 
Specifically, on the wool he buys he exacts a profit 
of his customer, in addition to his return on the other 
elements going into the makeup and making of a suit, 
and his time and trouble. 

In the final examination this fact appears, that 
the 50-cent wool, which we first encountered on the 
ranch, costs, when we wear it around in a $50 suit, 
close to $29, figuring three and one-half yards to the 
suit. The difference has been distributed in. many 
hands, but the few hands around the final transactions 
are the ones most plentifully rewarded.

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Strange tale brought out of the African wilds by M. M.-Gapelle and Lepage, Belgian hunt- 
ers, who declare they fired at a prehistoric.saurian of enormous .size — London,: though 
skeptical, has suggested a hunt with tanks instead of rifles—Description of explorers 

fits the largest species of the Dinosaur group of the Jurrasic period—Smithsonian In- 
stitution has an expedition in the Dark Continent, but is making no special search for 


the monster reported by the Belgians 


UROPEAN savants who specialize in dino- 
saurs, mestodons, pterodactyls and other 
prehistoric mammals, saurians -and birds, 
are proceeding with a certain .amount ‘of 
caution regarding the startling. announce- 
ment, recently made by the Belgian hunt- 
ers and explorers, Gapelle and Lepage, that 
. ther had seen and actually fired at a living brontosau- 
rus in the African. Congo interior, and that the great 


lizard had made a quick dive into a very deep swamp to * 
-. alive. 


escape the rain of lead sent against its leathery hide. 

M. Gapelle went further and gave a description of 
the monster, which coincided with that of the bronto- 
saurus, one of the largest of the dinosaur family. He 
also told how he and his companion followed up the 
strange spoor for 12 miles through swamp and jungle 
before they got a good chance to shoot. The hide, they 
said, was like that of the rhinoceros. They described 


the scales as reaching far down on the giant body, neck - 


and tail. The weight of the creature was estimated at 
60 tons or more. 

London newspapers were impressed by the story, 
which came from Bulawayo, Africa, and expressed a 
hope that the Smithsonian Institution’s expedition now 
in the African wilds seeking specimens, might run 
across the brontosaurus and capture it alive. What 
a brontosaurus or any other living representative of 
the Jurassic series could be doing on this earth in 
December, 1919, was a question calculated to. cause 


skepticism, hence some of the English scientists were ° 


disposed to insinuate that Gapelle and Lepage had 
been unduly influenced by reading Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle's “Lost World.” That master of fancy told of 
the discovery of a plateay: in the South American Wilds 
which had escaped the various upheavals that de- 
stroyed.the animal and plant life of the prehistoric 
periods, and left nothing for posterity but huge skele- 
tons which turned up from time to time to serve their 
educational purposes in colleges and museums. In 
the case of Sir Conan’s heroes, George Edward Chal- 
lenger and others, they found the living descendants 
of the first settlers and bréught back a pterodactyl of 
enormous size and odor to prove to the satisfaction of 
the London skeptics that they had the “goods,” and 
were not entitled to the treatment given a certain 
Dr. Cook when he returned from the Far North. The 
‘‘Lost World” was put out as fiction pure and simple. 
but even so, an explorer who per-# 
mitted himself to become unduly 
impressed might mistake an over- 
grown hippopotamus or rhinoceros 
for a brontosaurus—which in all 
reason has no place outside of Ju- 
rassic strata, or in a state of prop- 
er articulation on a platform at the 
Smithsonian or some like institu- 
tion. 

Out of the stir created by the tale 
of the Belgian hunters of big game 
came a report that the Smithsonian 
Institution was* sending a special 
expedition to the place in the Con- 
go swamps indicated by Gapelle 
and Lepage, but this was met with

gians, are noticed

sonian party, they 
will be followed 
through the most 
impenetrable jungle 
until the monster 
is taken, dead or 
If it should 
by miracle prove 
to be a brontosau- 
rus or any other 
type of the far-re- 
mote Mesozoic 
Age, it would be of 
incalculable value 
to science. It would 
then be the busi- 
ness of the scien- 
tists to determine 
how it had man- 
aged to outlive its 
period through 
eons of time; like- 
wise what had be- 
come of the other 
members of its 
family. 

According to Ga- 
pelle and Lepage— 
who must have 
seen all other types of jungle beasts before they sight- 
ed and fired at the strange-monster, and therefore 
should have been able readily to recognize the hippo- 
potamus, rhinoceros or crocodile—they did not at 
first attempt to classify the great living thing that 
appalled them and whose footprints were the biggest 
they had ever seen. They had made a thorough hunt 
through the Belgian Congo and Rhodesia and had gone 
over parts of the country well off the paths of previous 
explorers. If the widespread curiosity aroused by their 
report leads to an organized effort to land the prize, 
it is expected that one or both of these jungaleers will 
volunteer to guide the expedition. 

For many years there has been a belief in some sci- 

entific quarters that there is a spe- 


a prompt denial, It was added that 
the Smithsonian-Universal expedi- 
tion, which left last summer, was 
in Africa, but had no information 
regarding the wonderful beast or 
reptile sighted by the Belgians. As 
its mission is to explore the jungle, 
deserts, lakes and rivers of the wild- 
est parts of the darkest of con- 
tinents, ‘it will, as a matter of 
course, pursue every prospect that 
promises scientific trove. The itin- 
erary laid out, before its departure last July will keep 
it employed in Africa until late this spring or early 
in the summer. The party is under the direction of 
Edmund Haller, who hopes, among other things, to 
get an exhibit of animals, plants and other material 
for uses of comparison in working up the collections 
made in various parts of Africa, by the late Col. Theo-

dore Roosevelt, which are already assembled in the, 


National Museum. 
It is taken for granted that if any such footprints as 
were described last month in the Bulawayo message, 
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All the great area of the United 
States might be set down in the 
heart of Africa and it would oc- 
cupy but 31 per cent of its vast 
space. Because of the hundreds 
of sthousands of square miles of 
swamp and jungle 
never been approached by even 
bravest of explorers, there 
is still much to be learned of 
this land of mystery. 


cies closely resembling the bronto- 
saurus in the more inaccessible 
swamps and glades of Rhodesia and 
the Belgian Congo. This is predicat- 
ed on reports that have come out of 
Africa from time to time, from 
sources considered trustworthy. Not 
sO many years ago a traveler named 
Menges made a discovery similar to 
that reported by the Belgians, but he 
did not get close enough to make 
use of his rifle. A few years there- 
after Cael Hagenbeck received a con- 
firmatory report from one of his 
hunters. Many of the natives told 
the Hagenbeck representatives that 
they had seen the huge animal, and 
they described it as part elephant 
and part dragon. They had been par- 
ticularly impressed by the enormous 
tail and neck, and many of them had 
rude sketches of the beast on the 
earthen walls of their caves. A can- 
vass showed that the huge saurian 
had been seen by many generatjens 
of these peonle, as was manifest from 
the rough drawings that had been 
j left from one age to another. 

Hagenbeck was convinced there was such a creature 
to be had in the silent jungles and sent an expedition 
to effect its capture.

He expressed the conviction that there were 
specimens 65 feet long and weighing as much as 35 
tons still extant in the vast African swamps, and was

that conditions favor perpetuation. of prehistoric species of reptile and ani- 
mal life.

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quite positive that the beast seen by the natives thrived 
on land and in waterY and fed on roots and other vegeta- 
tion abounding in the immense areas of swamp and 
undergrowth. 
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In his day the dinosaurus was the all- een fac- 


tor of the world’s population. He had a large variety 
of close relatives, ranging in size from a few feet to 
as much as.60 and 80 feet in length, though the ma- 
jority were short of this maximum. The brontosaurus, 
known also as the thunder lizard, was one of the larg- 
er of the groups of dinosauri and used to make the 
earth tremble as he moved from place to place seeking 
fresh pasturage. Forty and 60 foot specimens were not 
rare, and those who have looked up the zoology of the 
early ages say that they grew at times to as much as 
80 feet in length. They were from 10 to 14 feet in 
height and their thigh bones frequently measured as 
much as 6 feet long. The morosaurus and the diplo- 
docus also belonged to the brontosaurus group of the 
dinosaur subdivision, and these were constructed some- 
what along different lines, but combining the same 
general characteristics. They fed on leaves, twigs 
and other mast of the primeval woods, and the estimate 
is that each full-grown member consumed ‘not less than 
700 pounds daily, or even more if he was really hungry. 
Estimates of the weight run from 20 to 80 tons, which 
in the latter case, would make it twice the tonnage of 
the smaller types of tanks that stormed the Hinden- 
burg line in the recent war. 


The body was rather short for its great weight, with 
a very long neck and an enormously long and bulky 
tail. The head was small and quite out of proportion 
with the other brontosaurian measurements. The mon- 
ster had four*immense legs and walked on the flat 
parts of its feet without any effort to take a toehold 
anywhere, as it traveled in search of food or recrea- 
tion. Fossil remains have been taken out of the 
upper Jurrasic strata of Wyoming, indicating that the 
big lizard had his heyday in that western part of the 
country. From the peculiar articulations of the limbs, 
it is assumed that these monsters were largely am- 
phibious and were at home on land or in the water; 
though it would take a pool of large dimensions to 
give a swimming party. The long neck, it is inferred, 
was of great use in reaching the vegetation on the 
bottoms of the lakes and in taking a good survey of the 
field to glimpse other prehistoric creatures that might 
have hostile designs. It is estimated that by sitting 
on its tail in a lake the head could be raised without 
difficulty to a height of 30 or more feet above the 
water, thus enabling it to see an approaching enemy 
at a long distance. With the coast clear it could leave

tect his hands from injury. Not. many 
years ago an English firm of clock makers 
perfected an electrical device which made 
playing the carillon aS easy as playing 
the pianoforte. The latest contrivance 
makes automatic carillon playing possibie, 
by means of a drum with movable pegs-—- 
the principle resembling that of the Swiss 
musie box. 

The art of the carilloneur became a 
highly specialized one; fugues and other 
pieces were composed for his instrument, 
and he was expected to be able to impro- 
vice upon it. He could play counterpoint 
in two parts, or, with the afd of a pedal 
manual, three parts. The most celebrated 
composer for the carillon was Mathias 
von der Gheyn, who was born in 1721, 
and whose family was pre-eminent among 
the Belgian makers of carillons. The 
largest and most famous carillon peals in 
Belgium were those of Antwerp, with 
40 bells; of Bruges, with 48 bells; of Ma- 
lines, with 44; of Ghent, with 48, and of 
Louvain, which had two peals of 1 and 
41 bells respectively.
